IS WAR AIM 


Sabor Minister Speaks Out 


“I AM sometimes asked 


My war aims are summed up inthe phrase: 


‘What are your war aims?’ 
The motive 


of our life should be social security.” 


This declaration was made by Mr Ernest Bevin, Minister of 
Lubeur, at a Rotary Club Juncheon in London, : 


“l think the ‘time has come 
when we should nof be Ied into 
the mistakes wo mado in the 
last war of merely indulging 
in high flown platitudes about 
homes for heroes and things of 
that kind simply to stimulate 
the people,” he snid. * 


"Now Js the time when thoughtful 
‘people ought to be considering the 
real social implications of the war. 

“After the last wir there was 
{allure to recognise that it was 
largely, .as indeed this one Is, a 
great. civil war; Which must. deter- 
mine whether we are to be ruled 
from the top or‘must have govern- 
ment responsible to the people. 


"Tho last 20 years has demon 
steated that security cannot be at- 
talned by armsx., It can only be at- 
tained, by the enthronement of bower 
with tho people. 

“Immediately power fs taken from 
the pcople and given to o ruler at 
the top or a military oligarchy | then 
security vanishes, °

“Unemployment has been the devil 
that has driven masses in large areas 
of the world to turn to dictators, 

“You cannot have social security 
on the basis of the present economic 
order, 

“We have been taught that the 
only motive for energy, production 
and. enterprise is profit,

To Benefit All 


“That does not mean that all profits 
or surpluses would be wiped out, but 
It docs mean that the whole of your 
econoiny, finance, organisation, 
selence and everything, would be 
directed! tonether to social security, 
not for:u’small middle class or for 
those who may be more possessors 
of property, but, for the community 
as a whole.”

Gutside the labour exchanges, Mr

‘seized with the importance of this, 
you may well slip Into the most re- 
volutionary actlon—though I don't 
nind revolutions if they are well 
directed.

When Italy entered the war, all Mediterranean flying-boat 


bases were closed to the Empire service. 


German -air patrols 


from France and the bombing of the British coast meant that’ a 
passenger, mail, and froight service from Australia to Southamp- 
ton, und later to Hythe, could not be safely and regularly operated. 


A survey of alternative routes, 
governed. by the range of. the 
existing Empire flying boats and 
the landplanes operated by Bri- 
tish Oversens Airways, - Ltd., 
shows. that the best alternative 
route to Britain was via Egypt, 
and then southwards through 
Africa to the Cape. 


There was a second alternative 
route from Australia to Britain 
across the Indian Oceon, with 
strategic connections from Cocos Is- 
land to Singapore, from Diego Garcia 
to Colombo and Indin, from. the 
Seychelles to Mombasa, and then by 
way of rivers and lakes to the west 
coast of Africa, This route was sur- 
veyed in 19309 by Captain P, G, 
Taylor.
